My  Dear  Students: 

You,  as  students,  have  been  a  centre  of  interest  to  the  whole  Western  world  during 
the  past  year,  and  though  you  may  not  have  been  aware  of  it,  writers  and  educators 
everywhere  have  been  talking  about  you.  Suddenly  and  dramatically,  men  decided  that 
your  education  was  not  as  good  as  Soviet  education.  They  based  their  decision  on  the 
technological  progress  that  Russia  had  made  in  forty  short  years,  outstripping  the  Com- 
munity of  Democratic  Nations. 

Some  of  the  critical  things  said  about  your  education  have  been  true.  But  many  of 
them  have  arisen  from  a  trembling  and  almost  delirious  admiration  for  technological 
progress.  To  evaluate  all  their  comments  on  your  education  and  to  judge  prudently  and 
wisely  how  you  will  continue  that  education,  you  should  listen  to  the  words  of  Pope 
Pius  XII  which  were  written  in  1953.  "Technology,"  he  tells  us,  "has  brought  man's 
domination  of  the  material  world  to  a  peak  of  perfection  never  known  before.  The  search 
for  and  discovery  of  the  forces  of  nature,  which  technology  effectuates,  is  at  once  a 
search  for  and  discovery  of  the  greatness,  of  the  wisdom,  and  of  the  harmony  of  God." 

But  he  goes  on  to  say  that  this  technology,  despite  its  splendour  and  fruitfulness, 
has  become  "a  grave  spiritual  danger."  It  has  produced  the  "technological  spirit"  which 
sees  mechanical  production  as  better  than  "all  other  forms  of  human  activity  and  the 
perfection  of  earthly  culture  and  happiness  to  be  found  in  it." 

Perhaps  Russian  students  have  acquired  more  of  this  "technological  spirit"  than 
you  have  received  at  Saint  Michael's.  If  they  have,  do  not  envy  them!  For,  in  the  words 
of  the  Holy  Father,  by  acquiring  it  they  have  been  "shut  up  as  in  a  prison — a  prison 
which  is  vast  indeed,  but  nevertheless  circumscribed,  and  so,  insupportable  to  the  human 
spirit.  Their  glance,  far  from  reaching  out  over  infinite  reality  as  they  thought  (for 
reality  does  not  consist  only  of  matter),  will  feel  chafed  by  the  barriers  of  matter.  And 
they  will  suffer  the  deep  anguish  of  contemporary  man,  made  blind  for  having  wilfully 
surrounded  himself  with  darkness." 

Our  hope  here  at  Saint  Michael's  is  that  you  will  acquire  the  power  not  of  "limiting 
your  gaze  to  the  confines  of  the  created  world"  but  of  raising  it  to  the  Creator,  the 
beginning,  the  harmony  and  the  last  end  of  all  existent  things."

What  is  the  Debating  Club?  Our  club  is  an  organization  which  gives  students  an 
opportunity  to  learn  to  speak  in  public  and  to  prepare  themselves  for  the  years  ahead. 
Under  the  leadership  of  Father  P.  Gorman,  our  moderator,  the  debating  club  has  been 
an  active  force  in  the  school  and  community. 

At  the  end  of  last  year,  a  new  executive  was  elected  for  the  year  1957-58.  Mike 
Pare  was  elected  president;  Ed  Bridge,  Vice-President;  Dave  Broadhurst,  Treasurer;  Jim 
Smith,  Secretary;  Peter  Maurer,  Executive  Secretary. 

The  first  debates  of  the  year  were  held  against  The  University  of  Toronto  Schools. 
Dave  Broadhurst,  Bill  Swirsky,  Mike  Pare,  Peter  Maurer,  Ed  Bridge,  Don  Horan,  Jim 
Smith  and  John  Trachuk  did  their  best,  but  it  was  not  good  enough.  U.T.S.  won  three 
of  the  four  debates.  Later  on,  however,  Saint  Michael's  regained  some  of  its  prestige 
by  winning  two  debates  and  losing  none  in  competition  against  Upper  Canada  College. 
In  each  contest  the  topic  was  "Resolved  that  all  nuclear  tests  should  be  banned." 

Towards  the  middle  of  November,  four  senior  debaters  journeyed  to  Cleveland,  Ohio.  There  they  participated  in  a 
tournament  sponsored  by  Saint  Ignatius  High  School.  Twenty  schools  from  Cleveland  and  the  neighbouring  districts  were 
represented.  Saint  Michael's  took  eighth  place  in  this  tournament.  In  the  Junior  Division  Saint  Michael's  was  represented 
by  Pete  Speyers,  Kevin  Burkett,  Norm  Thomas  and  Jack  McKay.  This  quartette  placed  third  in  their  division. 

Then  came  the  Fourth  Annual  International  Speech  Festival  held  at  Saint  Michael's  College  in  the  University  of  Tor- 
onto on  February  14th  and  15th.  In  debating  Saint  Michael's  won  five  and  lost  one  to  take  second  place  out  of  fourteen 
competitors.  In  the  all-round  standing  for  the  Hon.  Paul  Martin  Trophy,  our  team  stood  third  behind  Mount  Carmel  High 
School  of  Chicago  and  Saint  Mary's_  College  of  Brockville,  Ontario. 

A  regular  feature  of  the  Debating  Club's  activities  is  the  Sunday  night  meeting.  These  meetings  include  debates,  dis- 
cussions on  various  topics  of  the  times,  movies,  and,  on  occasions,  special  guest  speakers. 

All  in  all,  the  Debating  Club  has  had  a  good  year.  We  must  remember,  however,  that  success  doesn't  always  mean  the 
winning  of  debates  and  tournaments,  but  how  well  the  members  gain  training  and  facility  in  speech.

On  January  2,  1958  Frank  Sweet  of  Grade  Eleven  Two  died  suddenly.  He 
had  come  to  Saint  Michael's  in  September,  1955.  Last  year  he  had  a  serious 
operation  in  which  a  new  aorta  had  been  inserted  below  his  heart.

The  1957  season  was  one  of  mediocre  success  as  far  as 
the  schedule  goes,  but  most  successful  as  far  as  the  ex- 
perience gained  by  our  young  squad.  The  KERRY  BLUES 
won  two,  lost  three,  and  tied  three  in  an  exciting  season  of 
football. 

The  opening  kick-off  was  on  the  turf  at  Kennedy 
Stadium  in  Windsor,  Ontario,  against  our  traditional  rivals 
— Assumption  High  School.  The  "Power  House"  of  West- 
ern Ontario  toppled  the  Irish  by  a  narrow  margin.  At  the 
final  whistle  the  scoreboard  read  A.C.  13 — S.M.C.S.  6.  In 
the  final  quarter  Terry  O'Malley  romped  for  the  only  score 
for  St.  Michael's  after  he  gathered  in  an  A.C.  fumble  on  the 
purple  25  yard  line.  Time  ran  out  for  the  Double  Blue 
with  possession  on  the  Assumption  11  yard  line. 


The  first  of  three  tie  games  was  played  at  Hamilton 
against  Cathedral  High  of  that  city.  O'Malley  and  Adair 
played  well  and  scored  for  the  Irish,  the  latter  going  65 
yards  for  his  T.D. 

The  initial  victory  of  the  campaign  was  chalked  up  on 
our  own  field — a  Home-Coming  victory  against  St.  Charles 
College  of  Sudbury.  Sonoski,  Baldwin  and  O'Malley  scored 
the  majors  to  register  a  20-0  triumph. 

Upper  Canada  College  kicked  a  long  single  in  the  final 
quarter  to  edge  the  Kerry  Blues  by  the  narrowest  of  margins 
in  a  hard-fought  struggle  on  the  U.C.C.  grid.

Neither  "Del"  nor  the  Kerry  Blues  could  score  even 
a  single  point.  The  return  game  at  the  "Del"  Bowl  was  the 
Big  One  for  these  two  teams.  Every  boy  played  his  heart 
out  and  it  was  an  exciting  one  for  the  large  crowd  that 
packed  the  stands.  Led  by  Palmer,  who  crossed  the  Irish  goal 
line  twice,  the  "Del"  team  scored  a  21-12  victory.
